- SOLD IN ‘SHADOW OF CAPITOL’ 


Sehator Declares Washington Su- 
perintendent of Police Is 
“Moral Coward.”

WASHINGTON, Oct. 23. — A 
container of opium Wwas shown in 
the Senate today by Senator Blease 
(Dem.), South Carolina, as the 
tangible proof that “dope” was be- 
ing sold in Washington. 

Other than, to say that it was 
sold “in the shadow of the capi- 
tol,” Bilease did not explain how 
the opium was obtained.

STEPFATHER WHO 
BEAT HER MOTHER 


Helen Vachuda, Imperial, 
Mo., Roadhouse Owner, 
Accused of Murder of 
William Zaruba. 


DRIVES FIVE MILES 
TO HELP PARENT 


Young Woman Says She 
Fired When She Feared 
Man Would Attack Her 
—In Hillsboro Jail. 


Miss Helen Vachuda, 20 years 
old, a former St. Louisan who 
wears men’s clothes, carries a re- 
volver at times and conducts a Jef- 
ferson County roadhouse, last night 
shot and killed her stepfather for 
striking her mother. 

The sheoting took place at 8 
o’flock at the home of the step- 
father, William Zaruba, 4%, a black- 
smith, at Barnhart, Mo., 25 miles 
south of St. Louis. Miss Vachuda 
is in the Jefferson County jail at 
Hillsboro, charged in a warrant 
with murder, and her mother, Mrs. 
Antonia Zaruba, is held with her as 
an accessory. 

Miss Vachuda conducts a road- 
house known as Helen's Place, near 


Imperial, Mo. She drove five miles 
from this place to the scene of the 
killing and remained there until 
arrested by a Deputy Sheriff, sum- 
moned by neighbors. 


Wore Sailor Pants. 


Clad in bive saiJor pants and a 
blouse, she was the center of atten- 
tion at an inquest conducted at the 
Zaruba residence an hour and a 
half after the shooting. The widow 
was too hysterical to be questioned, 
but her daughter calmly related 
how, With one shot, she 
“Bill,” as she calied her stepfather. 

“Two men came to my roadhouse 
and told ms; Bili and my mother 
were quarreling.” Miss Vachuda 
testified. “They didnt say what 
the quarrel was about. 

“T got my revolver, put it in my 
pants pocket, jumped into my auto 
and drove to Bill's house. 

“When I reached the house, I 
heard Bill and my mother quarrel- 
ing. I walked in and asked: 
‘What's the trouble?’ Then I saw 
Bill slap my mother. 

“] pulled the revolver and warned 
him that, if he struck my mother 
again, I would shoot him. 

“Bill hit mother again. Then he 
stretched out his haftds and dared 
me to shoot. 

“I fired at him because I thought 
he was going to attack me.” 

The bullet pierced Zaruba’s 
heart, 

The inquest was conducted by 
Justice of the Peace C. H. Clement, 
who performed the marriage cere- 
mony for the Zarubas last July 9. 

Evidence of Drinking. 

Before her marriage to the 
blacksmith, the mother lived with 
her daughter at the latter’s road- 
house, opened two years ago, after 
they had moved from St. Louis. 

A dozen botties of aileged home 
brew were found on a kitchen ta- 
ble in the Zaruba home. Severa! 
bottles had been emptied. Investi- 
gators deduced that the two men 
who notified the daughter had been 
drinking with the Zarubas and left 
when the quarrel began. 

Miss Vachuda was fined $250 by 
Federal Judge Faris last March 28 
for a liquor violation. Unable to 
pay, she served 80 days in jail. She 
said she formerly lived at 1100 
Lami street. The roadhouse had 
been bought for $3500 by her 
thrice-married mother, whose sec- 
ond husband, Patrolman William 
Schmidt of St. Louis, died four 
years ago. 

Prohibition agents who raided 
“Helen's Place” testified that Miss 
Vachuda, in the presence of her 
mother, served them whisky and 
beer. 

Miss Vachuda is a brown-eyed 
brunette, short and sturdy. Her 
stepfather was powerfully built. 
He had served in the army nine 
years, including the World War 
period. “4 

The murder warrant against Miss 
Vachuda was sworn out by Prose- 
cuting Attorney Green before the 
Justice of the Peace.

LAW PASSED “IN SPASM

Federal Jurist Thus Comments 
When He Fines Two Men for 
Transporting Fight Pictures.

SEATTLE, Wash. Oct. 23. 
Federal Judge George M. Bour- 
quin today declared Congress was 
“in a temporary spasm of virtue” 
when it prohibited transportation 
of prize’ fight pictures, but he 
fined Alfred Painter and Chris 
Lykke here $100 and costs for vio- 
lating the act. 

Fhe two men pleaded guilty of 
transporting pictures of the sec 
ond Dempsey-Tunney fight from 
Los Angeles to Seattle and from 
Seattle to Alaska. 

“The very fact that the best peo- 
ple were there shows. how ridic- 
ulous this kind of iegisilation is,” 
said the Judge and he added that 
he was sorry he was not assigned to 
Seattle at the time the pictures 
were shown here. 


TROLLEY WITH 25 ABOARD 
FALLS IN SUBWAY EXCAVATION 


Passengers Entrapped for 20 Min- 
utes in Brooklyn Car; All 
Slightly Hurt.

NEW YORK, Oct. 23.—A trolley 
car carrying 25 passengers, half 
of them women, jumped the track 
in Brooklyn today and its rear end 
fell eight feet inte a 20-foot ex- 
cavation for a new subway. 

The passengers were hurled into 
the rear end of the car where they 
remained a screaming, scrambling 
mass for 20 minutes until police 
rescue squads could get them out. 
All the passengers were slightly 
hurt, 11 of them requiring medical 
treatment.

Urban Diteman, Who Left 
Newfoundland Yesterday 
Alone, Last Seen Shortly 
After Take-Off.

DUBLIN, Oct. 23.—No news of 
Urban F. Diteman Jr., American 
aviator, had been received at Civic 
Guard headquarters here up to 6 
o'clock this evening (noon St. Louis 
time).

improved with each mile.

HARBOR GRACE, N. F., Oct. 
23.—Urban F. Diteman Jr., 32 
years old, a Montana cattle man 
who traces his ancestry to Sir 
Francis Drake, English sea ad- 
venturer, was presumed to be far 
out over the Atlantic today on a 
solo flight from here to London. 

He took off at 12:45 p. m. East- 
ern standard time yesterday. 
(11:45 a- m., St. Louis time). in a 
small Barling monoplane, named 
The Golden Hind, after one of the 
ships commanded by Sir Francis. 
The plane carried 165 gallons of 
fuel, which Diteman estimated 
was sufficient for 25 hours of fly- 
ing. 

The Golden Hind was last re- 
ported 10 minutes after the take- 
off when it was sighted over Cape 
St. Francis, N. F.. headed out to 


Aviators estimated that 25 to 30 
hours would be required for the 
flight to London which is ap- 
proximiately 2350 miles. That 
would make Diteman due in Lon- 
don late tonight or early tomor- 
row morning. London time. The 
distance over water from Harbor 
Grace to Ireland is 1800 miles. 

Flight Secretly Planned. 

It was not known that Diteman 
planned to fly the Atlantic until 
he was on his way. His destina- 
tion was announced, in a letter he 
left with the manager of the air- 
port, marked “open after depar- 
ture.” It read: 

“Am bound for London. I have 
165 gallons of gasoline aboard, 
conservative estimate. 25 hours.

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WITNESS FORGET 
AND EXTORTION 
TRAL COLLAPSES 


A sudden loss of memory by 
the State’s chief witness today re- 
sulted in an instructed verdict of 
not guilty for Edward Clark, 
known as “Toots,” business agent 
for the Cleaners, Dyers and Press- 
ers’ Union, on trial in Circuit Court 
at Clayton. 

Clark was charged in an indict- 
ment with third-degree robbery in 
the alleged extortion of $1000, 
June 15, 1928, from Robert Biren- 
baum, president of the nonunion 
Washington Cleaning & Dyeing 
Co., 5581 Wells avenue. 

Birenbaum was the first wit- 
ness placed on the stand by the 
State, which expected him to re- 
peat testimony given before the 
county grand jury which indicted 
Clark. However. Birenbaum gave 
vague and indefinite answers 
when questioned by Assistant 
Prosecuting Attorney Bryant. 
Bryant withdrew the witness 
from the stand after 15 minutes 
and ended the prosecution, 

Prosecuting Attorney Castien an- 
nounced he would submit the case 
to the grand jury to determine 
whether perjury had been. comunit- 
ted. Castlen declined to say what 
disposition would be made of a 
second indictment, docketed for to- 
morrow, in which Clark ite accused 
of second-degree robbery in the 
alleged extortion of $1500 from 
Birenbaum, June 23, 1928. 

Following the completion of se- 
lection of a jury this morning, 
Robert Birenbaum was placed on 
the stand. His brothers, Sol and 
Leo were held in reserve as cor- 
roborating witnesses. 

Prosecutor Denounces Witness. 

Obviously irritated at the witness’ 
hazy memory when questioned 
about the alleged passing of $1000 
in a restaurant, Bryant jumped to 
his feet and annourced: 

“Your honor, the State will nolle 
pros this case. [I believe these 
three witnesses have conspired to 
use the State for their own motives. 
I believe the failure of this wit- 
ness’ memory is not due to any out- 
side influence but to his own 
machinations.” 

Defense counsel then requested 
the Court to direct the jury to re- 
turn a verdict of not guilty, and 
Judge Nolte so ordered, suggesting 
that the matter be taken up by 
the grand jury. 

Thus ended the first prosecution 
growing out of bombings and ex- 
tortionist activities . within the 
cleaning industry here. 

In a deposition taken Jan. 11 by 
defense counsel and filed in court 
yesterday, Robert Birenbaum  ac- 
cused Clark of co-operating with 
the Cleaners and Dyers’ Associa- 
tion, an organization of wholesal- 
ers, in efforts to fix prices and re- 
strict competition. 

“I was a member of the execu- 
tive board of the association,” 
Birenbaum deposed, “and Clark sat 
in on our meeting and was given or- 
ders to take care of different jobs 
and to clean up anybody who 
didn’t behave. If the cleaners did 
not want to join us or were found 
to be cutting prices, stench bombs 
were to be thrown, strikes pulled 
and general bombing.” 

Telis of Extortion. 

After Birenbaum resigned from 
the Wholesalers’ Association in 
April, 1928, because of dissatisfac- 
tion with its practices, according 
to his deposition, Clark threatened 
to call a strike at his piace of buasi- 
ness and bomb the plant if he did 
not rejoin the organization. 

Clark next temanded mo ey, 
Birenbaum continued, and  pay- 
ments of $1000 and $1500 were 
made to him at meetings in a 
restaurant at Delmar boulevard 
and the Kirkwood-Ferguson car 
tracks. Not satisfied, Clark de- 
manded additional payments of 
$500 to $650 a month, and when 
ref- se4, Clark called a strike sat 
the Washington pliant, according to 
the deposition.

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 23.—The 
practicability of birth control un- 
der certain economic conditions 
will be taught to married and un- 
married women and girls by the 
Young Women’s Christian Associa- 
‘tion in this city. 

A physician will discuss the sub- 
ject during his lecture course on 
“Marriage.” 

While definite contraceptive 
methods will not be discussed, the 
girls and young women will be in- 
formed that such measures exist 
and will be told that under certain 
circumstances, after they are mar- 
ried, they are free to consult phy- 
sicians about these methods.

H. C. Lakin President of 
Cuba Co. Tells of Spend- 
ing $75,000 in Sugar Pro- 
paganda. 


GEN. CROWDER AIDED 
FOR “SMALL STIPEND” 


Connecticut Manufacturers’ 
Employe ‘‘Can’t Recall” 
Where He Got Inside In- 


formation on Tariff.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 23.—H. C. 
Lakin, president of the Cuba Co., 
holding corporation with large 
Cuban sugar interests, today told 
the Senate Lobby Investigating 
Committee of his conviction, based 
on 10 months’ propaganda work 
in the sugar tariff controversy, 
that an indtstry not maintaining a 
lobby at Washington was likely to 
find itself “up against it.” 

Lakin, the most candid witness 
yet heard by .the committee, told 
in detail about the campaign of the 
Cuban sugar producers against the 
proposed increase in the duty on 
sugar. It was necessary, he said, 
to combat propaganda with propa- 
ganda. 

Ten American companies oper- 
ating in Cuba, he said, had under- 
written a campaign that had cost 
so far this year about $75,000. 
The figure would run higher, he 
added, when all the bills were paid. 
In part, the campaign was carried 
on through a Washington publicity 
office, which had put out letters 
to Congressmen and a great vol- 
ume of “releases” to the press. 


*Sma’"' Stipend” for Crowder. 


Among the others associated 
with him in the fight against a 
higher sugar duty, the witness 
named Gen. Enoch Crowder, ad-¢ 
ministrator of the draft act during 
the war and later our Ambassador 
to Cuba.. Crowder, he said, was 
held in affectionate regard by the 
Cuban people and was brorght into 
the fight at the suggestion of Pres- 
ident Machado of Cuba. He under- 
stood that Gen. Crowder had re- 
ceived a “small stipend” from some 
of the Cuban mills. 

“I -sincerely hope that you 
brought with you a good memory,” 
observed Carway as Lakin took, the 
witness chair. 

Lakin said the Cuba company 
was a holding corporation, owning, 
among other things, a railroad and 
spgar interests in Cuba. He placed 
the actual worth of the corpora- 
tion at $175,000,000. 

Lakin said that a “good man” 
laboring in the cane fields could 
make $1.50 a day by piece work. 
The company, he said, had tw 
mills, producing about 600,000 »ags 
@ year each. He said he was in- 
terested in getting a low tariff on 
sugar, and to that end the con- 
pany had built up a propaganda 
organization. It had spent on this 
work to date this year about $765.- 
000, of which about $24,000 went 
for publicity. The company had 
established a bureau here, under 
Mrs. Gladys Moon Jones. 

Lakin declared that the work of 
propagandizing was “extremely 
distasteful” to him, and that he 
went Into it only because of the 
request of 90 per cent of the sugar 
producers of Cuba. He said that 
10 companies in Cuba had guar- 
anteed the expenses of the propa- 
ganda activities up to $95,000. 

Sponsors of the Work. 

Lakin said that some of the low- 
tariff sugar material was put out 
under the name of the Cuba com- 
pany, some under that of the Unit- 
ed States Sugar Association and 
some under that of the American 
Chamber of Commerce of Cuba. 

Answering questions by Walsh, 
Lakin said that he had called per- 
sonally on Senators and Repre- 
sentatives, had employed the law 
firm of Shattuck, Bangs & Winant, 
and had been assisted by Gen. 
Crowder, former Ambassador to 
Cuba. He had also had the as- 
sistance of the Hershey Co. 

Lakin declared that the pros- 
perity of the Cuban nation depend- 
ed on the action in regard to the 
sugar tariff. He told how he had 
tried to work out a plan, in a con- 
ference with the beet sugar peo- 
ple, that it would be equitable to 
both the Cuban and the United 
States interests. In this connection 
he saw Senator Smoot, who stood 
for raising the sugar duty. 

Says Gen. Crowder Helped. 

Gen. Crowder, he said, had been 
asked by President Machado of 
Cuba to assist in the work. He 
said that Crowder was regarded 
with great affection by the Cuban 
people. The witness got in touch 
with Crowder who came occasion- 
ally to Washington to present the 
Cuban side of the tariff argument.

Gives Details of Methods. 

He told of putting out a series 
of eight letters to Senators and a 
large number of “releases” to the 
newspapers, among the latter were 
statements which Mrs. Jones ob- 
tained from President Green of the 
American Federation of Labor, and 
several Congressmen, against the 
proposed increase in the sugar 
duty. 

The witness described in great 
detail the work of Mrs. Jones in 
preparing and sending out argu- 
ments for a low sugar tariff. 
Among the material given out by 
her was a 106-page memorandum 
which the witness prepared for 
Senator Allen of Kansas. 

The whole expense of the cam- 
paign this year, the witness re- 
peated, had been $75,000, and this 
would be increased when all the 
bills were paid. Lakin said that 
he spoke for interests supplying the 
United States with one-half of the 
sugar it consumes. He wanted, he 
said, a reduction in duty, not free 
trade, 

“Why do you not stand for free 
trade?” he was asked. “Well,” 
said the witness, “I suppose that is 
because I grew up as a Republic- 
an.” 


his dampaign was to put the Amer- 
ican beet sugar grower out of busi- 
ness. He said a plan ought to be 
worked out that would allow the 
cane sugar producers of Cuba and 
the insular possessions and the beet 
sugar growers of continental Unit- 
ed States to continue their produc- 
tion substantially as at present. 

Bounty for Beet Sugar Growers. 

He favored he said, a bounty, if 
necessary, to keep the beet sugar 
industry alive.

He said the National City Bank 
of New York, which had refinanced 
some sugar properties in Cuba and 
issued bonds on them was inter- 
ested in getting a low tariff on Cu- 
ban sugar. 

Lakin was asked what was the 
present condition of the Cuban sug- 
ar industry. He named _ several 
large companies which he said were 
in distress, Examined by Senator 
Robinson, he conceded that this 
distress was due in part to over- 
capitalization. He was asked 
whether Gen, Crowder was giving 
his services to the campaign free, 
The witness said he did not know, 
though he had heard that Gen. 
Crowder was receiving a smal) sti- 
pend from Cuban mills to carry on 
negotiations with the beet-sugar in- 
terests. He said the Cuban Gov. 
ernment wanted to help pay the 
expenses of the campaign, but he 
told it, this would not be proper. 

The .witness said he had heard. 
but did not know that the sugges- 
tion of a sliding sugar tariff scale 
came from the White House. The 
sliding scale was offered at one 


Senator Smoot, but was abandoned 
in a short time. 

Answering Caraway, the witness 
said his 10 months’ experience here 
had convinced him that business 
interests need representation here 
if they were not to suffer. He hated 
to say this, he added, but believed 
it was so.

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NORRIS DEFEATED 
NN FIGHT TO CU 
CHEMICAL RATE 


Senate Votes 42 to 37 te 
Retain Present Cent-a- 
Pound Tariff on Calcium 
Carbide.

BY VASHINGTON, Oct, 23.—After 


a long and heated debate, the Sen- 
ate today refused to cut the present 
tariff of 1 cent a pound on cal- 
cium carbide, a chemical used in 
making acetylene gas. 

The vote was 42 to 37. 

Party lines split widely on the 
vote, 13 Democrats and 29 Repub- 
licans voting for the i-cent rate 
and 17 Republicans and 20 Demo- 


crats supporting the %-cent duty. 
After the vote, Senator Short- 
ridge (Rep.), California, proposed 
a substitute for the Finance Com- 
mittee rate of 3% cents a pound 
on casein to increase it to 8 cents. 


|The present duty is 2% cents. 


Opening the debate and direct- 
ing his onslaught specifically at the 
chemical duties, Senator Norris, 
(Rep.) Nebraska, with all the 
force his years of senatorial train- 
ing have placed at his command, 
asserted the tariff on calcium 
carbide was effected to “protect 
the power trust.” 

His statement was made as the 
Senate engaged in a general round 
of discussion and after it had de- 
veloped that certain domestic car- 
bide companies had gone to Can- 
ada to obtain cheaper power, a 
big cost factor in the production 
of the chemical which is used pri- 
marily in the manufacture of 
acetylene gas. 

The present import rate on Ccal- 
clum carbide is one cent a .pound, 
and, while the Finance Committee 
majority first recommended a re- 
duction to one-half a cent, it has 
proposed now to keep it at one 
cent. 

Cites Plants Opened in Canada, 


Protesting against a reduction, 
Senator Goff (Rep.), West Virginia, 
said if the tariff was sufficiently 
high, those companies which have 
opened plants in Canada would be 
forced to come back to the Unit- 
ed States and employ American 
labor. 

He pointed out there were sev- 
eral carbide plants in this coun- 
try located in Michigan, New York, 
Iowa, Minnesota, West Virginia, 
Virginia and Alabama, and said it 
cost about $25 a ton more to pro- 
duce the chemical here than in 
Europe. 

Senator Vandenberg 
Mich., contendipg for an “atle- 
quate tariff,” said the carbide 
plant at Sault Ste. Marie, Mich., 
paid nearly half of the city’s taxes 
and a. large portion of the city’s 
population depended on the plant's 
success. 

Senator Barkley, (Dem.), Ken- 
tucky, argued a one-half-cent duty 
was sufficient. _ 

Couzens Blames Committee. 

Senator Couzens (Rep.). Michi- 
gan, said the committee made a 
mistake in first proposing a reduc- 
tion in duty. Evidence later re- 
ceived, he said, showed that if the 
cut were made American compan- 
ies operating Canadian plants in 
Canada and Norway would switch 
operations to other countries. 

Goff argued if the traiff were re- 
duced it would invite abandonment 
of American plants, which have an 
annual payroll of $4,000,000. 

Replying to Senator Goff Brook- 
hart (Rep.), Iowa, asserted: “Au- 
tocratic capital comes in here un- 
der false pretense of protecting la- 
bor when it actually is protecting 
profits.” 

Taking the floor again later in 
the debate, Norris said that at the 
time Boulder Dam and Muscle 
Shoals were before Congress’ the 
private power interests contended 
power could be produced cheaper 
in this country under private own- 
ership than in Canada under Gov- 
ernment control. 

Which Was Truth? 

He then referred to arguments 
in the tariff debate that power 
costs were higher in this country 
than in Canada and asserted the 
power interests either were ‘“tell- 
ing the truth on Boulder Dam and 
Muscle Shoals or telling us a lie 
now on the tariff.” 

Norris said if the power mag- 
nates were telling the truth in 
contending power production costs 
were cheaper here carbides should 
be placed on the free list. 

Printed copies of financial statis- 
tics obtained from income and cap- 
ital stock returns of more than 600 
corporations were distributed to 
Senators today by Chairman Smoot 
of the Finance Committee and a 
question immediately arose as to 
the legality of their use in con- 
sideration of the tariff. 

Senator La Follette (Rep.), Wis- 
consin, asked the chairman if it 
would be illegal to refer to the 
data in the tariff debate. Smoot 
said it was against the law to make 
public the information as it could

Nationalists Recapture Yen- 
cheng in Honan Prowince 
From People’s Forces.

HANKOW, Oct. 23.—With ob- 
posing forces estimated at more 
than 300,000 engaged in the strug- 
gle for supremacy in Central 
China, Nationalist Government 
armies today seemed to have

The Nationalists recaptured the 
city of Yencheng in Honan prov- 
ince, driving the Kuominchun 
troops north 35 miles to Hsuchow.

WASHINGTCN, Oct. 23.—Secre- 


tary Stimson and State Department 
officials are compiling technical re- 
ports for the use of America’s dele« 


gation to the London naval cone 
terence. 

Actively assisting the Secretary, 
are Joseph P. Cotton, the Under- 
Secretary of State, and J. Theodore 
Marriner, chief of the Western Eu- 
ropean division, both of whom 
dealt with the naval question while 
Ambassador Dawes and Prime 
Minister MacDonald held prelimi- 
nary discussions this summer. 

Stimson has ordered that all in- 
formation pertinent to the London 
meeting which may come into the 
hands of any in the department be 
made valaible to Marriner, who has 
been mentioned as Stimson’s chief 
co-ordinator and advisor at the 
conference. 

The assistance of naval officers, 
some of whom are yet to be chos- 
en as advisers to the American 
group, is being enlisted by the Bec- 
retary in these preliminary activi- 
ties. Rear Admiral Richard H. 
Jackson, a member of the general 
board of the Navy, who has been 
mentioned as a possible choice by 
the President for an advisory po- 
sition, conferred with Stimson yese- 
terday. 

The view that if the conference 
in London is not successful the 
world Powers will renew competli- 
tive building in all unlimited cata- 
gories of maval vessels, was ad- 
vanced by Representative French 
of Idaho, chairman of the naval 
Appropriations Subcommittee. 

He predicted that a_ successful 
conference will mean the end of 
the battleship as the backbone of 


the various fleets, but doubts that 


the submarine can be abolished as 
suggested in the invitation.

Favors Segregating Non-

DENVER COLO., Oct. 23.—The | 


revolvers which five convicts used 
in starting an outbreak in the Col- 
orado State prison in which seven 
guards were killed, may have been 
smuggied into the prison under 


water in inflated automobile tire 
tubes, Charles J. Moynihan, presi- 
dent of the Colorado State Board of 
Corrections, said in a statement, 
issued following his investigation 
of the trouble. 

Automovile tires at least were 
used in hiding the guns, he said. 
The tires containing the weapons 
were tied to irons bars under the 
water of the drainage ditch run- 
ning through the prison grounds. 

Moynihan also pointed out that 
the trusties in the prison—there 
were more than 500 trusties among 
1100 convicts—were not separated 
from the other convicts at meal 
time, in the recreation yard, or 
during chapel services. Certain 
trusties, he observed, might have 
carried weapons into the prison 
and passed them to the four des- 
perate men who led the insurrec- 
tion, and later killed themselves. 
The fifth convict to die, an inform- 
er, was slain by Danny Daniels, 
convict ring-leader. 

How Weapons Are Hidden. 

“Every effort was made to pre- 
vent the smuggling of weapons” 
said Moynihan, an attorney of 
Montrose, Colo. “Weapons are

Defends Trusty System. 

“Much has been said about the 
(trusty) system now in vogue at 
Canon City as the cause of the re- 
cent tragedy. For more than 10 
years the Board of Corrections, in 
conjunction with the Warden, have 
notified the Legislature anil the 
public at large that a change in 
housing at the prison is absolutely 
necessary. The trusties should be 
separated by a high wall from in- 
mates not eligible for trustyship. 
Trusties can escape whenever they 
desire, because they work at al] 
times on their own honor. Ths 
Canon City institution is so laid 
out that it is impossible to keep 
trusties away from the other in- 
mates, 

“The opportunity, therefore, is 
ever present for one man ‘among 
the trusties to smuggle either nar. 
cotics or firearms from the outside 
to non-trusty convicts. Because 
one man mighe be inclined to do 
this affords no reason for condemn- 
ing the trusty system. 

“The principle of trustyship has 
proved itself in the outbreak be- 
cause ll investigations conducted 
to date point to the fact that not 
one trusty took advantage of the 
mutiny to belie the confidence 
Warden Crawford placed in him. 

Lays Mutiny to a Few. 

“In my opinion, the insurrec- 
tion may be traced to the acts of 
three or four men out of a totai 
of 1100 whose temperaments, hab- 
its and personalities were such 
that they could not be influenced 
by kindness, comfortable housing, 
etc. Pardue and Daniels had been 
pleaded with many times, talked 
to, importuned. They developed a 
haughtiness toward authority. De- 
fiant always, and with curses and 
language of defilement, they chal-

Terminal Officers Meet With 
City Officialsk—Ordinance 
Ready for Council Action. 


Plans for a new $600,000 pas- 
senger station at Broadway and 
Main street, East St. Louis, were 
discussed by Henry Miller, presi- 
dent of the Terminal Association, 
and other Terminal officers with 
Mayor Doyle and the East St. 
Louis City Council yesterday after- 
noon, the Mayor announced today. 

The draft of an ordinance pro- 
viding for vacation of streets near 
the new station, and for elevated 
approaches, has been completed by 
the Terminal) officers, and will be 
offered to the Council. 

As understood by the Council- 
men, or City Commissioners, and 
by members of a citizens’ commit- 
tee of seven who sat in the confer- 
ence at the Mayor's office, the East 
St. Louis improvement plans of 
the Terminal are dependent on the 


success of the Terminal’s negotia-.« 


tions with the St. Louis city au- 
thorities for use of the Municipal] 
Bridge. 

Plans for Eads Bridge. 

The East St. Louis conferees are 
trying to induce the Terminal to 
open the upper deck of Eads 
Bridge as a free vehicle highway, 
in case the remainder of the pro- 
gram should be ratified by East 
St. Louis officials and those of St. 
Louis. 

The new station would take the 
place of the present Relay Depot at 
Second street and Missouri avenue. 
Relay Depot is the joint property 
of the railroads using it, and not 
of the Terminal Associaton. 

Wth the new station and its ap- 
proaches in use, the conferees 
think that through trains of the 
Pennsylvania, New York Central, 
Illinois Central, Chicago & Alton, 
Wabash and other lines to the east 
and north, which are now routed 
over Merchants Bridge, would run 
by way of East St. Louis, stopping 
there. This would be an important 
gain for East St. Louis. The new 
plan would also mean abandon- 
ment of the Terminal’s Eighth 
street tunnel in St. Louis by all 
passenger trains. It is now used 
by lines from the South and by 
local trains of other lines. 

Completion in Two Years. ' 

One of the conferees quoted 
President Miller as saying that the 
necessary agreement with the St. 
Louis city administration, for use 
of Municipal Bridge, had been 
reached, and that the new East 
St. Louis station could be com- 
pieted within two years. 

Miller, when asked about the 
matter by a Post-Dispatch reporter, 
would not discuss what was said 
in the gonference, except that he 
said the State street grade crossing 
was discussed. He referred in- 
quiries to Mayor Doyle.

The consulate ostensibly has been 
closed since the departure of the 
Russian Conswi General, M. Mel- 
nikoff, several months ago at the 
time of the break over the ques- 
tion of the Chinese Eastern Ratl- 
way. The building has been under 
the protection of the German Con- 
sul who is expected to protest 
strongly.

RITTER S JAILED AT 
BENTON PENDING 
TRIAL FOR MURDER 


Birger Gangster Hurried 
Out of Gulfport, Miss., 
After Habeas Corpus 
Writ Is Denied. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 

BENTON, Ill, Oct. 23.—Connie 
Ritter, Birger gangster and a fugi- 
tive for more than two years un- 
der three murder indictments in 
Southern Illinois, was lodged in 
the Franklin County jail here to- 
day to await trial for the crimes 
for which his leader was hanged 
and his companions sent to prison 
for life. 

Since he left Southern Illinois in 
the spring of 1927, a month before 
he was indicted, Ritter has been 
out of the United States only once, 
he said. He made a short trip 
to Tampico, Mexico. The rest of 
the time he has been in New Or- 
leans, Houston, San Antonio, 
Natchez and Gulfport, Miss. 

Ran Night Club at San Antonio. 

In San Antonie, he bought an 
interest in a night and gambling 
club and lived there eight months 
before the police got on his trail. 
At one time he joined a group of 
men in a whisky running enter- 
prise from British Honduras, but 
abandoned that after the craft ran 
into a heavy storm and returned 
to New Orleans. 

Ritter, closely guarded by Sheriff 
James 8S. Pritchard of Franklin 
County and deputies, armed with 
sub-machine guns, was taken from 
a train at Carbondale at 1:20 p. 
m. and transported by automobile 
to Benton. He was captured Fri- 
day in Guifport, Miss., by New Or- 
leans police. Extradition papers 
were granted Monday and his at- 
tempt to get freedom on a writ of 
habeas corpus was overruled yes- 
terday. Pritchard, State’s Attor- 
ney Hart and two deputy sheriffs 
left Gulfport with their prisoner 
immediately after the habeas cor- 
pus hearing and before’ Ritter’s 
lawyer could file an appeal from 
the ruling. 

Lawyer Jumps on Car. 

As Pritchard and his men bore 
Ritter away in an automobile, the 
lawyer jumped on the running 
board to protest against the action. 
The car did not slacken speed, 
however, and the lawyer, jumping 
off, hurried back to Judge W. A. 
White and obtained an appeal stay 
which would have held Ritter in 
Mississippi a little longer if it 
could have been served. However, 
the Illinois officers could not be 
overtaken. 

They stopped in Magnolia, Miss., 
long enough to look at two of Rit- 
ter’s friends who had been arrested 
there, to determine whether they, 
too, were wanted in Lllinois. The 
officers said they were not.

the story of Jonas. 

I have heard several versions 
of the age of Jonas. Apparent- 
ly he was—get that~ was, be- 
cause he died on the operating 
table after this little party of 
the Sheriff—apparently he was 
between 62 and 67. All accounts, 
on all sides, agree that when 
the Sheriff had thrown tear gas 
Mr. Jonas attacked him with a 
stick. 

One side says that Mr. Jonas 
was very lame and rheumatic 
and therefore carried a stick 
normally; the other side says 
that he had brought the stick 
only for wicked purposes. 

Anyway, there at 6:45 on the 
dawn of Oct. 2, in that darkness 
before the Marion Manufac- 
turing Co., after the Sheriff had 
thrown tear gas, a man more 
than 60 years old struck him 
with a stick. 

And now, again, the versions 
differ. 

One is that after knocking 
Jonas down the Sheriff started 
shooting. 

Another is that all through 
the battle, in which six were 
killed and 20 wounded. Sheriff 
Adkins, who is broad, fat. 
strong and an elected officer of 
the law, was tussling with Old 
Man Jonas; that the Sheriff only 
put Old Man Jonas in a car so 
that he might be taken to the 
hospital. 

But whichever version is 
true, everyone agrees that Old 
Man Jonas arrived in the hos- 
pital; that he was put on the 
operating” table, with+ hand- 
cuffs on. 

He died a little while after 
that. 

Old Man Jonas no =Ilonger 
cares whether or not the mills 
of Marion are giving to the il- 
literate Carolina mountaineers 
a chance‘to encounter our civil- 
ization. I hope thev took his 
handcuffs off -before they 
buried him. TI think they did. 
hecaus he was buried by his 
own people and not by the of- 
ficers of the law. 

Well, then. You have, so far

as a tourist has’ been able to 
get it, a history of what has 
Aappened in Marion. 

I come now to the trial of 
Sheriff Adkins and his men for 
murder. There was a rather 
curious mix-up of attorneys, for 
in this case, as Sheriff Adkins 
and his men were on trial for 
murder, the defense were mill- 
lawyers—the mill-lawyers were 
not attorneys for the prosecu- 
tion, as in the trial of the Gas- 
tonia Communists at Charlotte. 

I feel certain that Judge 
Harding has been desirous of 
getting at the truth. But I 
hope that I shall never be on 
trial for my life—unless, like 
Sheriff Adkins, I have these at- 
torneys defending me—before

Mr. Watson, who was brought 
in from outside of Marion, looks 
like a stage doctor. He has the 
white beard and white goatee; 
he is altogether suave. It is 
true that when he is examining 
a striker on the stand, he is, 
for all his suavity. a little se- 
vere. He suggests that they 
are liars; he suggests that they 
were there on that tragic morn- 
ing of Oct. 2 only for evil pur- 
208e8. 

But the real star of the trial, 
to an outsider like myself, was 
Mr. Morgan—Mr. D. F. Mor- 
gan of Marion. He is a rather 
handsome man, tall, lean. with 
iron® gray hair and mustache. 
It is easy to remember his 
name, because when I think of 
him I think of Morgan’s Raid- 
ers during the Civil War. Mr. 
Morgan is an admirable raider. 
He takes things seriously. Dur- 
ing the 18 or 20 hours that I 
watched him in the courtroom, 
he never once smiled.

DORNIER SEAPLANES 


General Motors and Its Fokker 
Subsidiary Form Concern at 
Wilmington, Del. 


By Leased Wire From the New 
York Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 23.—Organiz- 
ation of the Dornier Corporation of 
America and its incorporation at 


Wilmington, Del., home of the Du- 
Pont Manufacturing interests, to 
manufacture giant all-metal fly- 
ing boats of the Dornier design, 
including craft like the 12-motored 
DO-X which recently carried 169 
persons on a single flight, is an- 
nounced by the General Motors 
Corporation and its recently ac- 
uired subsidiary, the Fokker Air- 
craft Corporation of America. 

Amphibian planes similar to the 
DO-X will be built in America, the 
announcement said, and also small- 
er machines. 

Dr. Claude Dornier, designer of the 
DO-X, the Dornier Wal and the 
Super-Wal, the former a huge twin 
motored and the latter a four- 
engine flying boat, visited this 
country last January. At that time 
he was reported to have been in 
negotiation with Henry Ford, at 
Detroit, with the idea of having his 
planes produced there in the plant 
that turns out Ford’s. all-metal 
monoplanes. 

Ford executives discounted rum- 
ors that they contemplated an ar- 
rangement to supplement their 
land plane business by building 
Dornier flying boats under license 
and that their organization would 
sponsor a demonstration flight to 
this country of the giant DO-X. 

The announcement yesterday 
says that General Motors ‘“‘entereJd 
into an arrangement with Dornier 
several months ago,” adding thet 
the German designer is expected fo 
return here about the middle of 
November. It makes no mention of 
ti > DO-X'’s proposed  trans-At- 
lantic flight next year. 

Acquisition of the Dornier manu- 
facturing ngh¢gs in this country is 
the second decisive step taken by 
the General Motors Corporation in 
the aeronautical field. Purchase of 
the Fokker company marked iis 
advent into aviation and also lined 
it up as an air rival of its olJ 
automofive enemy, the Ford Motor 
Co., the huge tri-motored trans- 
port planes built in this country by 
Anthony H. G. Fokker being the 
strongest competitor of the Ford 
all-metal monoplane. 

The General Motors Corporation 
refused to amplify its brief state- 
ment‘concerning the new Dornier 
Corporation or to comment on the

Sir Edward Grigg, Governor of 
Kanya Colony, has reported to the 
Legislative Council the results of a 
personal survey of the affected 
ar He gave it as his opinion 
that the growing tendency to law- 
lessness of the young Lumbwa war- 
riors was bound to have a bad ef- 
fect on other tribes. 

A generally antagonistic attitude 
toward white settlers is not expect- 
ed, he said, but there is danger of 
clashes on lonely farms. Extra po- 
licemen have been drafted for the 
Lumbwa territory and a company 
of the Kings African Rifles—na- 
tive drilled troops—has been or- 
dered to patrol the Masai Reserve, 
in the vicinity of the boundary. 

The population of the colony is 
estimated at 2,736,517, of whom 
12,529 are whites, 2,688,848 Afri- 
cans, 30,583 Asiatics and 10,557 
Arabs.

Briand, who less than three 
months ago succeeded Raymond 
Poincare as head of the Govern- 
ment, was defeated 288 to 377, 
when he made his desire for post- 
ponement of interpellation on for- 
eign policy a question of confi- 
dence. His Cabinet colleagues 
shortly afterward presented their 
resignations to President Dou- 
mergue.

‘What the West Thinks of Mr. Hoover’s 
Public Land Policy. 
To the Bditor of the Post-Dispatch. 
N EDITORIAL from the Seattle 


Times opposes the stand your news- 
paper takes on the proposal of President 
Hoover to turn over to the states the 
surface right to the remaining public 
lands in the West that are not in forest 
reserves.or national parks. 

The truth is that your opinion coin- 
cides with. that of the average man on 
the street in most of the Western states, 
though this would never be suspected by 
one who depended on the newspapers for 
his information. The people here have 
no way to make their voices heard and 
if the remaining public resources in the 
West are to be saved from looting, the 
Eastern papers will have to lead the 
battle. : 

Already there is a movement to have 
not only the surface rights but ‘also 
the sub-surface rights turned over to the 
states. The surface rights are really of 
no value. All the public land of any val- 
ue for agriculture, timber or cattle has 
long since been appropriated. But the 
turning over of the surface rights will 
only be a wedge to pry the Federal Gov- 
ernment loose from the oil and mineral 
rights and this is what the campaign 
aims at. 

Oil has never been discovered in pay- 
ing quantities in the State of Washing- 
ton. In Eastern Washington there is a 
large area of arid land that will scarce- 
ly support jack rabbits. In a certain sec- 
tion of this area several gas wells have 
recently been brought in. These wells 
are not large producers but it will pay 
to pipe the gas. Geologists think that 
oil will be found in this same territory. 
While these individual wells may not be 
on unappropriated public lands they are 
in that section. Now if this public land 
including sub-surface rights is turned 
over to the State of Washington it will 
be no time before this Mand finds its way 
into the hands of the insiders. The con- 
trolling man in the State Legislature of 
the State of Washington is Mr. Mark 
Reed of Shelton. Mr. Reed is connected 
with the Weyerhauser Timber Co. Could 
he be expected to protect the interests of 
the public? 

West of Seattle, in the Olympic Pen- 
insula, is situated the Olympic National 
Forest and the Olympic National Monu- 
ment. The timber is already being sold 
by the Government, which is proper if 
properly done, but it will not be long 
before there will be agitation to have this 
section thrown open and the National 
Monument surrendered. The timber in- 
terests do not need this territory at pres- 
ent and there will be little agitation to 
open it up until they log up to it. Then 
the fight will begin. 

The general public here is very well 
satisfied to have the Federal Govern- 
mient keep title to the remaining public 
lands and they hope that the present 
campaign to have them turned over to 
the states will not succeed. But the op- 
position must come from East of the 
Rockies. Whenever you hear of any 
proposal to cut down any National Park, 
National Forest or Monument, you are 
doing a real service to the West when 
you oppgse it.

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RECOGNITION OF RUSSIA. 


Dean Scarlett of Christ Church Cathedral returns 
from Russia with the conviction that the United 
States should recognize the Soviet Government. In 
this belief he is joined by his fellow traveler, the 
Rev. Ashby Jones of the Second Baptist Church. 
They swell the ranks of American citizens who believe 
with Senator Borah that our State Department has 
followed a narrow, illogical and unwise course in ig- 
noring the existence of a Government which has been 
functioning for nearly 12 years. 

With the exception of Great Britain the United 
States is the only great Power to withhold recogni- 
tion of Russia. Great Britain, having recognized 
Russia in 1924 and broken off relations in 1927, is 
again negotiating for their resumption. As of 1926, 
22 nations had come to terms with the Soviet, includ- 
ing countries like Italy, whose official attitude toward 
the Russian philosophy of government is as antipa- 
thetic as our own. 

Our Government bases its refusal to deal with Mos- 
cow on three grounds: (1) Failure of the Soviet 
Government to acknowledge debts of Czarist and 
Kerensky regimes; (2) failure to restore confiscated 
property of American citizens; (3) the Soviet Gov- 
ernment’s connection with the Communist Interna- 
tional and the latter’s propaganda activities. 

In defense of its repudiation policy, the Soviet 
says the debts of previous regimes had been the 
means of assuring the oppression of the Russians, 
and that no people should be under obligation to pay 
the price of its own chains. It does not deny the 
violation of international law involved, but it urges 
that it occupies a peculiar position as representative 
of the Russian masses, liberated from the tyranny of 
the Czars. 

Whatever value these points may have in the eyes 
of philosophers, humanitarians and historians, the 
Soviet Government knows they have no appeal to 
bankers. Thus, at the Genoa conference of 1922, the 
Soviet Government agreed to make important con- 
cessions. In return for recognition and credits, it 
offered to pay debts contracted by the Czarist Gov- 
ernment prior to 1914. It also promised to compen- 
sate indirectly foreigners whose property had’ been 
confiscated. While various knotty questions and con- 
flicting claims prevented the success of the confgr- 
ence, it illustrated that Russia’s debt repudiation was 
not an unqualified one. 

When Ramsay MacDonald reported on the Russian 
question to thie House of Commons in 1924, he took 
the position that any settlement of the many out- 
standing points between Russia and Great Britain 
must be preceded by recognition. Enumerating some 
of them, he said: “If any Foreign Secretary sat down 
and tried to settle those questions with a representa- 
tive of Russia who was not even a charge d’affaires, 
if he lived to the age of Methuselah he never would 
settle them. The preliminary to settlement was rec- 
ognition.” 

Our Government has taken the opposite position 
that settlement must precede recognition. The Soviet 
Government must come to us in unconditional sur- 
render, or not at all. Perhaps if the Soviet Govern- 
ment were less responsible, it would do so. It would 
promise to pay everything. But what would such a 
promise amount to? As a matter of fact, it would be 
prima facie evidence of insincerity, for besides being 
unwilling to pay the total obligations of Czarism, it 
is also unable to do so. We have seen recently, in the 
case of Germany, what a complicated task it is to 
settle the huge debts left by the war; and we have 
seen, too, that it could be accomplished only by com- 
promise, by scaling down the bill to fit not what 
Germany owes, but Germany’s capacity to pay. 

The result of our attitude toward Russia is that 
we are getting nothing because we refuse to take 
less than the whole bill. If negotiations were entered 
into by Russian creditors with the Soviet Govern- 
ment there is little doubt that they would fare better. 
Not to do so has been described by a Soviet official, 
M. Litvinoff, as an act of “so-called Japanese venge- 
ance.” His Government has expressed the firm belief 
that negotiations between the two countries would 
easily dispose of American claims both as to debts 
and confiscated property. This is the position of Sen- 
ator Borah. Until we ourselves pay the foreign debts 
of the Confederate States we are not in a position to 
say that Russia has to pay all the de of the Czarist 
and Kerensky governments. 

As to the question of communistic propaganda, the 
Soviet defense that it is not responsible for the activ- 
ities of the Communist International is not convinc- 
ing. A good deal of evidence has been gathered to 
show that the Government and the propaganda or- 
ganization have worked hand in hand, and that one 
is in entire sympathy with the other. But this ques- 
tion, too, should yield to negotiation. The Soviet Gov- 
ernment knows by this time that its dream of world 
revolution is only a dream. It has failed in China, 
where it once had a foothold, and it has not had the 
semblance of success in the United States. Once hav- 
ing obtained American recognition, would it jeopard- 
ize that relationship by a futile and foolhardy cam- 
paign of propaganda? If so, the Soviet regime is in- 
deed lacking in common sense. 

Of course, there is a powerful practical argument 
in favor of Russian recognition, namely, the acceler- 
ation of trade between the greatest manufacturing 
country in the world and the country which is poten- 
tially the biggest market for its products. Mr. Cool- 
idge, however deeply prejudiced against the Rus- 
sians, was too much of a pragmatist to overlook this 
aspect. As early as 1923, he said in a message to 
Congress: “Our Government offers no objection to 
the carrying on of commerce by our citizens with the 
people of Russia.” 

That was the word our industrialists had been 
awaiting, and once it was issued a drive was on for 
Russian trade. At the present time the value of our 
exports to Russia is second only to those of Germany. 
Expressed in terms of millions of rubles, our exports 
for 1927-1928 to Russia were valued at 181.5 against 
imports valued at only 22.1. Germany for the same 
period had exports to Russia of 242 and imports of 
185.4; Great Britain showed an unfavorable Russian 
trade balance: imports, 147.7; exports of only 45.4. 

Whether our trade with Russia will increase de 
pends largely upon the will of Soviet officials. The 
Soviet Government has a monopoly of foreign trade 
and a far-reaching control of industrial enterprises 
in Russia. There is nothing to prevent it from di- 
verting its trade to those nations with which it has 
official relations, both from reasons of mere friendli- 
ness and even more potent ones of business prudence.

THE BUYER AND SELLER CONFUSION. 
There is great confusion among Federal Judges 
as to whether the buyer and seller.are equally guilty 
under the dry laws. The United States Circuit Court 
of Appeals for the Eastern district of Pennsylvania 
says they are not. Upon the other hand, Judge Daw- 
son, a Mederal Judge in Kentucky, says they are. 
Judge Reeves, a Federal Judge at Kansas City, also 
says they are. | 
What is the point in dispute between these Judges? 
It was expressly understood in Congress when the Vol- 
stead act was debated that to buy liquor was not to be 
a felony. It was the strategy of the late Wayne Wheel- 
er, who was in charge of the law, to exempt the buy- 
er. Wheeler felt that to make the buyer and seller 
equally guilty would rouse a preponderance of public 
opinion against prohibition. He foresaw that the Ys- 
sue of personal liberty and the constitutional rights 
of citizens would become so acute as to defeat the 
law. This view is still held by dry leaders. It is 
the opinion of “Pussyfoot” Johnson, as it is the opin- 
ion of Charles M. Hay, recognized political leader of 
the drys in Missouri. 
The decision of the Pennsylvania Jufiges that the 
Volstead law cannot be interpreted to make the buy- 
er equally guilty with the seller has greatly disturbed 
Senator Sheppard of Texas, the father of prohibition 
Senator Sheppard does not acquiesce in the opinion 
of Wayne Wheeler that it would be going too far to 
make the buyer and seller equally guilty; nor does 
he agree with Messrs. Johnson and Hay, or with many 
other drys in Congress, that it would be a mistake 
for the Government to go so far as that. He has 
therefore offered in the Senate a bill to make the 
buyer and seller equally guilty. 
Senator Sheppard will hard@ly be comforted by the 
opinions of the Kentucky and Missouri Judges. ‘ What 
those Judges have done is to apply section 6 of the 
Volstead law tothe buyer. Section 6 says that “no one 
shall manufacture, sell, purchase, transport or pre 
scribe ‘any liquor without first obtaining a permit 
from the commissioner so to do, except that a person 
may without a permit purchase and use liquor for 
medicinal purposes when prescribed by a physician.” 
It is a principle of law, and one recognized in the 
Pennsylvania decision, that the strictures of any act 
cannot be negatively applied. That is, if the buyer 
bought liquor from a bootlegger it would be impossi- 


‘| ble to get a permit. So that to apply this section of 


the Volstead law to the buyer Would be negatively to 
apply it, a practice not supported by good juris- 
prudence either in Congress or in the Federal courts. 
That is the point, and the Pennsylvania court is 
therefore right. 
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SENATORS AND SIRENS. 
If there is one man in the country who knows 
Washington and its politics it is Frank Kent of the 
Baltimore Sun, and Mr. Kent has recently decorated 
current comment with some envenomed remarks that 
make us wonder. whether, after all, there is anything 
to the stories printed from time to time about the 
social lobby..

THE HIT-AND-RUN DRIVER. 

The liability of death any time one steps into a 
street is the price we are all paying for the automo- 
bile. Safety campaigns and traffic regulations and 
devices are doubtless of value, but the slaughter goes 
on, in steadily mounting figures. Officials may pro- 
test, in spirit of despair, that everything is being done 
that can be done, but we believe that public sentiment 
dissents from that plea. In our opinion, the driver 
who, having run down a pedestrian, speeds away from 
the scene of the accident, ought to be dealt with 
sternly. The latest instance of that kind occurred 
yesterday morning. Paul Steinlage, a youth of 20, 
while driving a milk truck, killed a 15-year-old girl, 
and attempted to get away. Under the questioning of 
a police officer, he finally admitted the fact which he 
first denied. Unhappily, this is not an isolated case. 
It is happening frequently. Thg cowardice of the 
thing and its wanton brutality seem to us to demand 
the full rigor of the law. Certainly a persdn guilty of 
such an act is not morally competent to drive an au- 
tomobile, and, in the interest of public safety, should 
be denied that privilege permanently.

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LABOR’S VICTORY IN AUSTRALIA. 

“This is your swan song!” came the cry from the 
Labor benches when Premier Bruce, Nationalist, last 
month announced the dissolying of the Australian 
Parliament, preliminary to a new election. And so 
it proved. The poll resulted in a 2-to-1 majority for 
Labor in Parliament, and the new Premier, James 
Henry Scullin, has just taken office. His first action 
was to cancel the dismissal of 1700 telegraph line- 
men, discharged by the previous administration fol- 
lowing a labor dispute. 

The issue on which the old Government fell and 
the new one came in was the Federal Arbitration

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Why Baltimore Needs Fewer Courts 


City of 850,000 population closes one of its two criminal divisions and wili handle 
all cases in future with only one; most cogent reason for this, says Baltimore Sun, 
is that Judges are chosen for competence, intelligence and integrity; adverse coms 
parison drawn with President Hoover's two recent selections for Federal bench.

RESIDENT HOOVER has spoken much 
P concerning the need for a more general 

respect for the law. Bearing his attitude 
in mind, we respectfully call his attention 
to several matters of current interest. 

The first of these is the fact that the city 
of Baltimore, a city of nearly 850,000 per- 
sons, has so little crime that it has been 
possible to close up one of the two criminal 
courts and handle all the pending cases with 
one court only. 

There are many reasons why this city, 
lying only 4% miles from the White House, 
should already have achieved that right to 
be considered a model which the President 
so earnestly desires for the capital of the 
Nation. But surely one of the most cogent 
of these reasons is the fact that the Judges 
here are chosen first for their competence, 
second for their intelligence, and thirdly 
and especially for their integrity. Wise, able 
and honorable Judges on thé bench are one 
of the surest guarantees of respect for the 
law and the record of Baltimore proves it. 

Now place in contrast with the record of 
Baltimore happenings in Washington. Mr. 
Hoover chose as his Attorney-General Will- 
iam D. Mitchell, a man whose reputation, at 
least is higher than of any of his predeces- 
sors for many years. Mr. Mitchell is suppos- 
ed to advise the President in the selection 
of Judges for the Federal bench. But de- 
spite this the President has insisted upon 


appointing to the HMederal bench two men . 


opposed by the Attorney-General because 


he believes they are unfit for the job. 

The first of these men is one Watson of 
Pennsylvania, It is charged dgainst Wat- 
son not only that-he is not up to the job 
but that his chief backer in his fight for ap- 
pointment is the president of the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad, Gen, W. W. Atterbury, who 
is also Republican National Committeeman 
from Pennsylvania. The protestants argue, 
and with clear right on their side, that a 
man who owes his job to the head of a 
great corporation is by that fact rendered 
unfit to sit in cases wherein the interests of 
that corporation are involved. 

The second of these would-be Judges upon 
whose confirmation the President insists is 
& man named Hopkins from Kansas. Hop- 
kins is simply the candidate of the Anti- 
Saloon League. He is, indeed, a member of 
its national executive committee: Mr. Mitch- 
ell thinks he, too, is unfit, but the President 
has seen fit to disregard Mr. Mitchell’s opin- 
ion. 

President Hoover, by insisting upon the 
confirmation of these two men, ignores at 
once the example of Baltimore, which “lies 
so close under his eyes, and at the same time 
indicates that he is not convinced that he 
should stand against the use of the Federal 
bench for the payment of political debts. 

How, in the face of this attitude, is it pos- 
sible for dispassionate observers to be 
moved to other than ironic laughter when 
he talks, as he so frequently does, of the 
citizen's obligation to, respect the law? 


What They Got From the War

IFTEEN years ago we went to war. 
won the war. 

What did we get from our victory? 

Great Britain got a number of “man- 
dates,”” none of which {s_yet very promising 
in the way of profit—some of which are a 
great and costly bother, notably Lrak. 

Great Britain got an unempjoyment prob- 
lem, dangerous social unrest, a back-break- 
ing war debt. She lost her position as the 
world’s money market and creditor nation. 
She lost much of her prestige as the com- 
mercial market and industrial leader of the 
world. She will be tucky if she collects 
enough money from her Allies and beaten 
enemies to pay what she owes the United 
States. 

France got a troublous “mandate” in 
Syria, a permanently depreciated currency 
and a totally inadequate reparation for her 
devastated areas.

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PROHIBITION SPEECH 
AT 3D BAPTIST CHURCH 


Campaigner of 1910 Finds U. 
S. and St. Louis Drier Than 
Ever Before. , 


Mrs. Mary Harris Armor, pro- 
hibition orator, billed in earlier 
years as the “Little Georgia 


Cracker,” now having a university 
degree and introduced as “The 
Georgia Cyclone,” spoke to a 
large gathering in Third Baptist 
Church last night. 

Dr. Armor was applauded when 
she declared that leaders of anti- 
prohibition sentiment belong in 
the latest edition of “Who's 
Through in America.” In “this con- 
nection, she referred to “your 
sloppy wet ex-Senator Reed” and 
the suggestion that Reed should 
run for Governor in 1932. She 
just wishes he would run, she said, 
and dwelt with enthusiasm on the 
“wallop” which she thinks the 
drys would give him, even though 
the suggestion of his candidacy 
came from State Senator McCayw- 
ley, a dry. 

She attacked the “wet press” of 
St. Louis, Chicago and New York, 
saying that the facts as to prohi- 
bition and its results were not get- 
ting a fair presentation to the 
newspaper readers of the largest 
citiés. Replying to charges of 
church domination at Washington, 
she said it was not l.ng since the 
“liquor barons” were dictating to 
te National Government. 

From ber recollections of previ- 
ous visits to St. Louis—she cam- 
paigned here for statewide prohbi- 
bition in 1910—Dr. Armor de- 
clared that “St. Louis does not 
act, look or smell as it did in sa- 
loon days.” She insisted that the 
United States is drier than ever 
before, and is getting still drier, 
“and in the end the whole world 
will be dry.” 

Savings banks, insurance and 
health statistics were cited by the 
speakér as demonstrating the suc- 
cess of prohibition. The opposition 
to the eighteenth amendment is not 


j now merely a “group of wet die- 


hards,” she said; it is ‘the vice ring 
of the world.” 


Ontholic Total Abstinence Group 
Closes Convention. 

The Ladies’ Auxiliary, Knights 
of Father Mathew, national Cath- 
olie total abstinence organization, 
closed its biennial convention with 
a dinner at Hotel Jefferson last 
night. The Rev. P. J. O'Callaghan, 
New York, president of the Cath- 
olic Total Abstinence Union, was 
the principal speaker.

NEW YORK, Oct. 23.—After 
more than a year of dissension and 
open warfare among the profes- 
sional soccer teams of the East, 


which aligned the American Soccer A. 


League, the otdest professional 
body, against the United States 
Football Association and brought 
the Eastern Soccer League into ex- 
istence, peace was reached yester- 
day. Armstrong Patterson, presi- 
dent of the national organization. 
exchanged documents and gusran- 
tees with Leo J. Bondy as repre- 
sentative of the New York Nation- 
als, Brooklyn Wanderers, Fall 
River, Boston, New Bedford and 
Providence, members of the Ameri- 
can League. 

These clubs therefore are rein- 
stated under the jurisdiction of the 
parent body, and will operate 
henceforth as the Atlantic Coast 
Soccer League, at any rate until 
such a time as a larger organiza- 
tion, covering the entire East, may 
be perfected. 

The Eastern League will con- 
tinue to function as heretofore 
until the time arrives for it to take 
its place in the larger scheme. It 


is expected that a schedule will be, 


drawn up for the Atlantic Coast 
League within a fortnight and that 
in the meantime exhibition games, 
preferably between clubs until now 
in hostile camps, will be offered to 
the public. 

Eventually, Patterson thinks, the 
United States Football Association 
will build up a strong professional 
group in two -divisions, but that 
will be a matter of time and plan- 
ning: 
clubs will participate in the an- 
nual competition for the National 
Challenge Trophy. from which they 
were conspicuously absent last sea- 
son. According to President Pat- 
terson, the schedule of the Ameri- 
can Soccer League is automatically 
cancelled and only exhibition 
games will be played until the 
Atlantic Coast League is ready to 
function.

disclosed that only a small percent- 
age were equipped with hot water, 
soap and towels easily accessible to 
the students. 

According to the report, in one 
of the schools surveyed, the chil- 
dren must rely on the cold water 
of a drinking fountain to wash 
their hands. In this school no soap 
is available and the children’s 
clothing must serve as towels for 
their chapped hands. Not only are 
the facilities in most schools inade- 
quate, but existing equipment is 
often not used to the best advan- 
tage. 
hile it is not easy for many 
mothers with children of schoo! 
age to attend meetings and other- 
wise participate in public affairs. 
this is a matter which so closely 
affects the health and future wel- 
fare of all children that it demands 
the serious consideration of moth- 
ers as well as of the public officials
